MR. M’KINLEY’S POLICY. 


Views of the President-elect as Forecast 
by rn Correspondent. 
Chicago, Nov. 23.—The special cor­ 
respondent of the Times-Herald, writ­ 
ing from Washington, says: 
“Represenative Dingley of Maine will 
probably be secretary of the treasury 
in the McKinley cabinet. The Dingley 
tariff bill will not be pressed for pas­ 
sage at the coming session of congress, 
President-elect McKinley 
being op­ 
posed to it. The new president will 
call a special session of congress to 
meet in March next, and it will be 
asked to pass a conservative tariff bill 
to be prepared during the winter by 
Mr. Dingley. Until this bill shall be 
out of the way the new president will 
make only necessary changes in the ex­ 
ecutive departments 
and diplomatic 
service, withholding distribution of the 
great bulk of official patronage till af­ 
ter the work of the special session 
shall have been finished. The policy 
of the incoming administration will be 
to enact a tariff law just to all inter­ 
ests and of a nature so satisfactory to 
the country that it may be permitted 
to stand for ten or fifteen years with­ 
out change, thus giving the country a 
much-needed rest from tariff agitation.

mined not only to have immediate re­ 
vision of the tariff, he believing this 
is one of the duties for whose perform­ 
ance 
the 
republican

pledged to the people, but he hopes 
congress will make a tariff which will 
endure for a long time to come.”

9 )e of abuse and stale jokes aimed at 
ne Bible and the christian religion, 
th at ‘ministers dare not tell the truth 
about it,’ is not founded on facts but 
on the thin tissue of falsehoods. 
It 
sounds like the wild cry of dispair 
coming frjm the lips of one who had 
staked everything aDd lost. 
The men 
who till the pulpits in thousands of 
churches in this land are not wanting 
in true courage. 
They do not tremble 
with fear in the presence of any issue 
raised, in the presence of any danger 
that threatens them, nor even in the 
presence of this self proclaimed giant. 
To say the least, the statem ent was aa 
ungentlemanly, unmanly fling a t a 
class of men who devote tin if lives to 
the work of helping others reach a 
higher spiritual condition, as a prepar­ 
ation for the purest joys on earth and 
the most perfect happiness in the 
world to come. 
Two or three propo­ 
sitions lead to the subj°ct I purpose lo 
discuss this evening. 
(a) “ First, opposition to the Bible 
os a divine revelation of spiritual truth 
w ith supreme authority over the con­ 
science, and thus over the life, is not a 
new thing under the sun, with Ioger- 
aoll filling the role of a champion to 
enlighten tho people, at a dollar a 
ticket. 
From the moat remote periods 
of antiquity, of which we have auy 
reliable records, error has opposed 
truth, and ain has contested the right 
of purity to establish its kingdom 
among mea. 
To the careful student 
of history there nothing new, nothing 
startling and sensational, in the a t­ 
tacks made today upon the Bible and 
the system of religion founded on its 
teachings. 
I could spend an hour in 
pre entiag facts of history, both sacred 
and profane,supporting this statem ent 
but it is not necessary. 
My purpose 
is broader. 
‘‘There are those who profess to be 
willing to give the Bible a place of 
honor by the side of other books 
which treat incidentally on subjects 
of morality and religion, a place by 
the side of ancient histories which con­ 
tain fragm entary records of the devel­ 
opment and progress of the human 
fanci ly, but are unwilling to admit 
tb a t it stands a t the bead of all books 
wish right of way. by virtue of the 
tru th s it proclaims, over a man's con­ 
science and life from the cradle to the 
grave. 
In the eritical days when the 
divine Christ walked the earth in the 
nature and form of a man, the incar­ 
nation of spotless purity, certain phi­ 
losophers foroedto recognize the wia 
dom of his teachings, charmed by the 
moral perfection and matchless beauty 
of his life, were willing to give him a 
place of honor by the side of their 
thirty thousand gods who could not 
speak a single word of comfort to a 
■sd heart, nor lift a finger to help 
some straggling pilgrim by the way; 
but such a compromise could not be 
accepted. 
We today, after centuries 
of conflict, accept no term s of compro­ 
mise th at place) this book which is 
crowded with spiritual troths by the 
side 
of 
the crude, 
m aterialistic 
thoughts, the vague speculations aud 
fitful dreams. 
It stands a t the head 
of all books just as the living God its 
author stands at tho head of all ord­ 
ers of intelligence.

Why this craving on the part of a few 
for anythibg no m atter w hat which 
may be used for the purpose of placing i knows 
the truth of God under the ban of pub- * 
lie sentiment. 
These questions I pur­ 
pose to answer. 
I. 
First, it is not born of the spirit 
of 
careful, 
searching investigation 
which discovers a class of facts, di­ 
rectly opposed to the truth proclaimed 
by inspired writers 
Now I want you 
to hold a few things in thought which 
seem to me to bear in a direct way oo 
the subject under discussion. 
Facts 
are worth more in settling groat is­ 
sues than stale jokes selected from 
j comic papers and free almanacs. 
1. 
The first fe e t brifly stated is as 
follows: 
Some good men in the past 
erred in interpreting portions of the 
sacred writings and as a result taught 
a few things we do not accept as true. 
With few helps within reach they 
gave a literal interpretation to every 
every 
figure 
of 
speech 
and 
thus 
missed 
spiritual 
truth. 
The error was of the head, not the 
heart. 
With increased light and bet­ 
ter facilities for ascertaining the truth 
w ithin easy reach, errors have been 
discarded. Now I S ubm it the question, 
Is oue man's error of interpretation an 
error against the truths the scriptures 
reveal? It simply tells the old story of 
the difficulty with which the human 
mind cent ode in honest efforts to ap- 
preheud the deep spiritual things of 
the divine kingdom. 
2. 
Some good men in the past fell 
into grievous errors in interpreting the 
facts of nature, and called their errors 
science. 
Theories whioh today would 
cause our children to laugh, were ac­ 
cepted with all seriousness, but a more 
careful investigation has exploded er­ 
rors and given the world the truth. 
It is not fair to hold science up to ridi­ 
cule even for pay. because here a cd 
there some one searching for facts, 
blundered. 
3. Another fact is clear to every 
student of nature and the inspired 
word. 
The facta of science and facts 
of the bible are in perfect accord. 
There la no opposition, no conflict. 
God ia the author of nature and the 
author of the scripture!. 
In both we 
trace lines of wisdom, discover gems 
of truth end manifestations of Hie in­ 
finite goodness end marvelous power. 
Men have tried to force an issue hero 
for the purpose of shaking the faith of 
Christiana in a divine revelation, but 
in every instance they have been de­ 
feated and driven from the field. 
I 
am anxious to place this fact fairly 
before you, for it is significant. 
(a) Take as an illustration of this 
thought the creation of the m aterial 
universe. 
Every scientist today who 
has any standing among the scholars 
of the world, teaches th a t mal ter has 
a beginning, th at it did not will itself 
into existence,that it moves only when 
acted upon bv some invisible, intelli­ 
gent force. With reference to the cre­ 
ation of the world, this is as far aa 
science is able to go. 
Christians do 
not hesitate to accept its teachings; 
b at it does not go far enough. I open 
he bible and find tbat up to a given 
point this inspired book tells the same 
story with thrill.ng interest, bat it 
does not stop there. 
Where science 
st ne in bewilderment and hopeless 
confusion, the bible begins anew the 
story of wonderful works wrought. It 
says that back of this vast system of 
worlds whirling through space with­ 
out friction, each world in its own 
t ack with no chance for collision, 
back of every atom floating in space, 
in the beginning God, and then adds, 
he created all things. 
W hat a story. 
It charmed me in boyhood and youth, 
in m ature manhood It stirs my heart 
with the deepest emotions of rover* 
e nce and awe, for I am conscious of 
standing in tho presence of Him who 
made all things, who spake and it was 
don**. 
Wh°re is tho 
cor tra d itio n ? 
Tim* an* m -thnds are trivial subjects 
*-*“M!gcnt mcnt to wrangle ovr r, 
prey, tortured la the arena to 
-nr 
aport for fools, burned a t the stake 
amid the sooffs and jeers of a. 
rabble 
Hut in this age simply be­ 
cause publio sentim ent will not toler­ 
ate such cruelty, the 
weapons em­ 
ployed are low wit, gross misrepre­ 
sentations and biting sarcasm. 
The 
apirit however, is like the spirit which 
inspired wicked men 
to kindle the 
fagots a t the feet of those 
called 
christians. 
(c) Third, the men (I say men be­ 
cause it is such a rare thing to Aud 
a woman*who assumes such an atti­ 
tude) the men who oppose the bible 
are not fair and honest. 
They per­ 
sistently, w ithout cause, misrepresent 
the facts. 
The convicting evidence 
th a t this is true is fouod in the words 
which fall from their lips. I challenge 
anyone to find anyw here in the litera­ 
ture of the world one fair, logical ar­ 
gum ent against the bible. 
It is easy 
to cast slurs on the m inistry and the 
church, and call th a t sort of stuff ar­ 
gum ent, but it is so t argum ent. 
It 
is easy for a certain class to laugh and 
applaud such slurs, but 
it is not 
manly. 
(d) Fourth, one other fact weighs 
w ith me when I study this subject. 


i he men who are eo loud mouthed in

form. 
W here do we find schools they

(b) Scientists find th at on this planet 
there is an almost iaffaite variety of 
Ufa, and so begin to Blady the fact life 
presents,and finally reach ton conclus­ 
ion th at life bad a beginning.Tbat is as 
far as the ablest scientists are able 
to go without 
the assistance of

divine revelation. But in this political 
emergency, the bible comes with its 
message from the author of all life 
and says again.

W hat a delightful story the first chap­ 
ter in the book of Genesis tells the 
world with every form of life for its 
subject. 
When the mighty Jehovah 
speaks the earth brings forth.

I am sore lhat there la not 
only plenty of room in th 's world of 
sin, bot also an absolute necessity for 
such wholesome instruction. 
Lying 
is not a virtue wearing a crown of 
crown of honer, bot a vise wearing a 
crown of shame. 
If this b«x)k in a 
single passage taught a man to lie, 
then I woald hold my peace on the 
subject of religion and tarn my atten­ 
tion to other things of greater impor­ 
tance. 
(c) The Bible teaches the doctrine 
of moral purity in thought, affection, 
desire and conduct. 
It h Ida thia vir­ 
tue continually before men as the 
greatest thing in life. No m atter now 
about any difficulty in the way of ob­ 
taining such a prize, no m atter w hat 
it costs, its possession is a mark of 
distinction and a key tb at unlocks the 
door opening into the guest chamber 
of the King. 
Why oppose a book th at 
seeks to save the race from the blight­ 
ing, withering curse of im parity? 
2 Second, the influence exerted by 
the teachings of the Bible is always 
beneficial.

fouod. 
It does not proclaim itself as 
the absolute and infallible word of 
God. 
No author of one book holds 
himself responsible for the statem ents 
of the other books. 
''R esist N ot E vil.” 
Jesus himself does not endorse and 
uphold the teachings of the Old Testa­ 
ment. 
He took strong exceptions to 
the ancient law of 
the hebrew s as 
laid down in the earlier books. "Ye 
have heard th a t it was said 'An eye 
for an eye and a tooth for a tooth;’ 
bot I say unto you, resist not evil.” 
Read th a t old law in Exodus XXI., 
24:25. 
It is claimed by conservative 
orthodox 
christians 
to 
be 
the 
word 
of 
God, absolute 
truth, 
and binding upon 
us. 
How 
does 
it read? "Eye for eye; tooth for tooth; 
hand for hand; foot for foot; burning 
for burning; wound for wound; stripe

In other words, every injury is to be 
paid back by sim ilar inj ary ii to be 
paid back by sim ilar injury— Retalia­ 
tion and revenge is the idea.

the order of the dcg barking up a 
tree, merely to make a noise. 
-Vc are not informed th at a contract 
cf ti - ra tu re suggested is probable or 
pots hie. 
The business character and 
c ip icity of the owners of such works, 
suggests to my mind a doubt, st least, 
of the success of the proposed scheme. 
It is quite evident to me th at the com­ 
pany cannot be in evetutn forced to so 
convey; nor to convey its works,a t all, 
to the citjf, otherwise than is provided 
by the ordinance contract—so called— 
authorizing the constructing and oper­ 
ating of the same, and then only at 
the iniative of the city as a proposing 
purchaser of the works as in and by 
6uch contract provided, or possibly in 
consequence ct some willful violation 
by the company of its requirem ents, 
not before. 
By the contract mentioned, the city 
bas expressly reserved the right of 
purchase of the company's works a t 
the e d of seven years from their ac­ 
ceptance by it as a complete w ork,and 
a t subsequent stated periods; 
if not 
purchasad at the eud of said seven 
years, a t a sum w .iah shall together 
with the net earnings of the w orks,re­ 
turn to the owners, the company, the 
full cost of the works and seven per 
cent annual interest thereon 
And 
th ii contract is made a perpetual fran- 
cuise both on the part of the compary 
and of the city respecting the inter­ 
ests 
thereby 
assured, until such 
tim e aa the city shall purchase the 
works in the m anner aforesaid,unless, 
as above suggested, the rights and 
privileges so granted to the company 
6hal) bs annulled under some of the 
rights reserved by the city. 
The opinion has prevailed quite 
generally, th a t ail rights involved 
by the clause last above, and claimed 
by the city to have been infringed 
. upon by toe company have, in effect, 
been judically determ ined adversely to 
the city, consequently no rights ao 
involved are now 
a subject of con­ 
troversy. 
A ;.d this claimed 
infringment of 
o a 
jjia ? so determinded a a l 
further contention thereon barred, it 
was reasonable to suppose that oar 
city officials would recognize the fact 
ao far as they were concerned that 
the 
m u ch

cease and that thereupon they w o u ld 
devote their attention so far as offi c- 
ial duty required, 
and within the 
scope of their authoiity to subjects
